47. \ (Withdrawn amended) A\ method of effectively treating inflammatory 
conditions, comprising:

49. (Previously presented) The human monoclonal antibody of Claim 2, wherein the 
monoclonal antibody is monoclonal antibody 3.1 1.1 or 3.1 1 .2. 

50. (Previously presented) A human monoclonal antibody that cross-competes for 
binding to MCP-1 with fully human monoclonal antibody 3. 1 1 . 1 or 3. 1 1 .2. 

51. (Currently amended) A human monoclonal antibody that binds to the sequence 
ISVORLASYRRITSS K(SEO ID NO.: 150) . 

52. (Previously presented) The antibody of Claim 51, wherein the antibody is 
monoclonal antibody 3. 1 1 . 1 or 3 . 1 1 .2. 

53. (New) A method of manufacturing thAantibody of Claim 1, comprising: 
immunizing a mammal with a syntheticpeptide of MCP-1 ; 
recovering a lymphatic cell that expresses the antibody of Claim|l from the 

immunized mammal; and 

fusing the lymphatic cell with a myeloid-t^pe cell to prepare a hybridofyia cell that 
produces the antibody of Claim 1.
